These memories flooded back as T stood 
on Fryatt’s bridge watching the drovers 
urging their hapless charges up the gang- 
ways. Imagination is not necessary in 
the cattle trade, and I do not suppose 
that a single man on those docks paused 
for a second to ponder the meaning of 
that piece of bronze. A few officers were 
leaning across the side of another ship 
alongside the Lady BrusseJs discussing the 
chances of getting away with the tide, I 
wondered if they knew about Fryatt, or 
if they, too, grieved at the fate of his 
ance proud ship. Probably not, but I 
daresay any one of them would have done 
precisely what Fryatt did with equal 
heroism and equal modesty.

Thackeray in Ireland. 


Among famous Englishmen who visited

which 250 persons were present, and the 
menu was greatly praised by the novelist, 
but as an instance of the peculiarity of

One need not travel far to enjoy these 
delights; for you may spend exhilarating 
jdays flying hither and thither «nder 
wide-spread wings over the broad stretches 
of the Zuyder Zee, a veritable monarch 
of flight and the open air—and this at 
no considerable cost. Yet, if you would 
enjoy the sport at its best, you must 
cross the Atlantic to the great rivers and 
lakes of Canada and the United States, 
over which hundreds of white wings aro 
now flashing and flitting with all the 
joyousness of the birds of the air. 

Go as far as New Jersey, and you will 
never leave it so long as the ice spreads 
its black, mirror-like carpet over the face 
of the waters. The North and South 
Sbrewsbury Rivers are, indec.:. the head- 
quarters of yachting on ‘h> ice; and, if 
the lust of speed is in your blood, you may 
gratify it to the fullest. On the 
widespread North River, in particular, 
you can rely, on most days, on a good 
steady nor’wester which will send your 
keel skimming, at a speed. that would 
leave an express train panting impotently 
behind, over ice which has the smoothness 
of a mirror. 

One of the finest yachts ever seen on 
American ice is the Scud which made 
a memorable first appearance on the 
Shrewsbury last winter.. The day was 
ideal; a strong, steady wind blew down 
from the hills; the ice was a black un- 
broken sheet, smooth and polished as 
glass, and the new flyer had one of the 
most expert of ice-yachtsmen at the tiller.

miles, which the yacht had to cover 
twice; and, as her great wings flashed 
down the first straight, the timers almost 
forgot their watches in admiration of her 
flight. Swifter and swifter she sped, 
like a great winged bird, her pennons 
flashing in the sunlight, until she was 
travelling a little under a hundred miles 
an hour. Round the turn she swooped, 
a tiny speck in the far distance. 
Larger and larger her white wings grew. 
A flash of towering sails, and she was past 
and dwindling again afar off. When she 
crossed the line the Scud had covered 
the five miles in as many seconds over 
five minutes. Had she run the distance 
on the straight, with the wind behind 
her all the way, her time would have 
been much nearer three minuies than 
five. 

On the Hudson River, which is another 
happy ‘‘hurting ground ” of the ice- 
yachtsman, some very remarkable speed 
performances have been witnessed. One 
boat belonging to a member ot the Hudson 
Ice-yachting Club has actrally covered 
nine miles in seven minutes—a speed of 
over seventy-seven mniles an hour. During 
a portion of her journey she is said to 
have travelled at the astounding rate of 
a mile in thirty seconds, or a hundr 
and twenty miles an hour. 

At Poughkeepsie, in New York State, 
a favourite and exciting pastime is to 
race the express trains which run along 
the river’s bank, and it is seldom that 
the yachtsmen cannot show them a 
clean pair of heels. Once, it is said, : 
man finding that a friend to whom he 
wished to speak had just started for New 
York, jumped into his ice-boat, overhauled 
the express, and had been waiting some 
time on the Newburgh platform about 
sixteen miles away, when the tardy train 
steamed in. 
What kind of craft are these race- 
horses of the ice? As a rule, they weigh 
from 800 to 1,000 pounds, ard they 
carry roughly, a foot of canvas for every 
pound. The Scud, which may be taken 
as a sample of the best class of yacht, 
weighs 900 pounds and has 900 square 
feet of canvas. Her runner-plank, upon 
which rests the forward end of the keel, 
is 25 feet long. The keel itself is 50 feet 
long with about eight feet of it forward 
of the runner to form a bowsprit. The 
cock-pit, six feet long, and just wide 
enough to accommodate two men, 1s at 
the rear end of the keel where sit, or 
rather lie, the ‘* sailors.””

Dr. McLoughlin thinks that some explana- 
tion is necessary to account for the bad trad- 
ing results of 1928. My reply is that there 
was a growth of 380,000 units of electricity 
sold, due partly to many new supplies having 
been connected up, but very largely due to 
mecreased consumption as a result of an attrac- 
tive price. This in itself was not a bad result, 
nor was it bad business, as | shall presently 
show. 

It is too soon yet to say what the increased 
consumption will amount to for this year, but 
it will be a fair estimate if we assume an 
additional output of, say, 200,000 units. 
Where Dr. McLoughlin, in his eagerness to 
prove his case, goes hopelessly wrong is in 
assuming that the more we sell the greater 
the loss. What he overlooks is that the cost 
of generating the increased units is made up 
only of what is known as station charges— 
viz., fuel, engine-room stores, and a trifling 


cost for Jabour. It will be well within 
the mark to say that these’ costs 
will not amount to over Id. per unit, 


and will be the means of providing a profit 
of approximately £2,250. There is another 
£730 additional profit clearly in sight this 
ear in reduced cost of fuel; which is down 
ix £1 per, ton to date, and contracted for to 
the 3lst December next at a similar saving. 
The above pfofits will more than provide for 
any new capital charges to be met this year, 
which only amount to £1,038. 

The report of our engineer, to which re- 
ference has been made by Dr. McLaughlin, 
contemplated an expenditure of ,000. 
Approximately £4,000 to £5,000 of this was 
included for the purpose of the Shannon 
Scheme, this being roughly the estimated 
additional cost of providing mains to suit 
alternating current electricity instead of 
direct current, as u in Pembroke. The 
normal growth of the supply would amply 
justify such an expenditure, as demonstrated 
by stations similarly situated. Where mains 
are overloaded it means waste, and Pembroke 
has never gone in for waste. To lay out the 
£25,000 would have occupied two to threc 
years, and during these years the revenue 
would have increased, and no one connected 
with the works in Pembroke has any doubt 
about what the result would be. 

Dr. McLaughlin has built up his case 
against us because £218 was not, as he says, 
provided for stock redemption. We reply 
that it was so laid: aside previously. He 
then proceeds to demolish us by building up 
his case on a false premise, and I maintain 
that he fails completely to effect what he set 
out to do—to show that Pembroke prices for 
electricity were too low to pay the cost of 
the service. Our increased demand for 
current has proved, and will continue to 
prove, Dr. McLaughlin to be completely mis- 
taken in his conclusions, provided that we 
are left alone and not confiscated in the way 
proposed. 

I again ask for a continuance of a flat-rate 
system of charging, and alternatively—for 
auy consumer who wishes it—the valuation 
system, whichever he finds the cheapest. | 
again assert that it will be a manifest in- 
justice if any Pembroke ratepayer is called 
upon to pay anything in excess of the pre- 
sent chafges. If Dr. McLaughlin deems it 
necessary to reply to this letter, will he 
kindly inform us what he proposes to do 
with our refuse destructor steam, which is at 
present bringing us in a sum equal to 2d.

About 8 p.m. there were four 
planets clearly visible, two of them nearly 
mn conjunction with the moon. Venus was 
sinking in the West, displaying remarkable 
brilliance in spite of the adjoining crescent 
moon; and on the opposite side of the moon, 
in a straight line, and nearly equidistant 
therefrom, shone Jupiter with unusual lustre, 
Extending the line through these three 
bodies, and a little below the Pleiades, one 
could see Mars—also very bright—just above 
Orion, and hearly overhead to the observer.

Referring to the temperance movement 
in the North, he expressed gratitude for 
ihe joint statement on the question issued 
by the heads of the Protestant Churches 
in Ireland, who “ recognised that a “split ' 
in the Unionist ranks would inevitably 
lead to disastrous results,’’ 

“T will continue,’’ he declared, ‘‘ to re- 
fuse to lend my support to any movement 
which T am convinced in my conscience 
might bring disaster to the very people, 
the preservation of whose liberties I have 
laboured so long to maintain.”’ 

Lord Carson, - who was re-elected 
President, sent a letter regretting unavoid- 
able absence, 

The Lord Chancellor of England and 
Lady Hailsham were the guests of honour 
at a luncheon after the meeting of the 
Council. In replying to the toast of “Our 
Distinguished Guest,’’ Lord Hailsham 
hegged the Ulster Unionist Party to go 
into action as a united party. Let them 
not allow secondary issues to detract their 
attention from the vital principles for 
which they stood, and on which the 
Empire stood, 


LORD CRAIGAVON’S 
SPEECH. 


“ POLITICAL BAROMETER 
STEADY ” 

The Prime Minister opened his address by 
a reference to the gaps caused in the Union- 
ist ranks — the past twelve months, 
n'luding especially to the late Sir James 
Kironge and Sir Roberts Liddell. He ex- 
pressed cordial thanks on behalf of the 
nssemblage to the Ulster members of the 
Imperial Parliament who had notified their 
intention not to seek re-election at the next 
General Election, He felt sure it would be 
the last wish of anyone to allow those stal- 
varts to slip quietly out of their high posi- 
tions without recording on the Council's 
minutes the keenest appreciation of their 
distinguished service. 

THE POLITICAL BAROMETER. 

So far as the political barometer was con- 
cerned, he read it as “ steady,” with a ten- 
ciency to rise. The General Election for their 
local 'Parhament would not take place until 
a bill abolishing Proportional Representation 

for all but Queen's University—and defin- 
ing the new single-member constituencies had 
been placed on the Statute Book, nor would 
it take place until after the Ist May next, 
when the new register, at the moment being 
compiled, was completed. 

ELECTION CANDIDATES. 

As to the actual date he had not yet 
dccided, but they might rest‘ assured that 
ample time would be given for the formation 
of new associations, wherever necessary, and 
for the selection of candidates.’ No existin 
electoral or polling districts would be divided 
or interfered with in any manner. 

With regard to a mischievous rumour that 
had been spread abroad that there was an 
intention of the part of Headquarters to send 
down “sa Al 4 candidates to those new 
associations, nothing could be further írom 
the truth. Each new association would have 
in its own hands and in its own hands only 
the choice of standard bearers for the loyalist 


cause. 

“Lord Carson completed his greatest 
achievement,” said the Premier, “' sm he 
steered your ship into the waters of safety. 
I will not have accomplished what I set out 
to do for Ulster till the Union Jack is flying 
over our new Parliament  Buildings.’’ 
(Applause.) 

BIG SCHEMES MATURING. 

By that time Ulster’s financial position 
would be stereotyped, and many important 
developments would have matured—land ‘pur- 
chase would have been completed, the 
problem of the drainage of Lough Neagh and 
the River Bann successfully overcome, the 
fishing harbours round their coast properly

AR VETERANS. 

He had felt that his countrymen and women 
would never rest content with such a meagre 
competence as the old age pension for any 
of their kith and kin. left in distressed cir- 
cumstances after having served in the 36th 
Division and other Ulster units. He, there- 
fore, conceived the plan that from January 
Ist to Armistice Day, 1933, should be set 
aside for raising an Ulster Chelsea Hospital 
lund, through direct and indirect appeals 
to the benevolent, and through the ever- 
popular bazaar and other methods, By that 
time a man who enlisted at 50 would be 
almost 70. 

CHURCHES AND TEMPERANCE. 

The present week, he continued, opened 
auspiciously by the joint statement on 
temperance issued by the heads of the 
Protestant Churches in Ireland. They, too, 
recognised that a “split” in the Unioniet 
ranks would inevitably lead to disastrous 
results; and so, with a courage, vision, and 
statesmanship, which one looked for in those 
set in high places, they had addressed the 
members of their respective denominations on 
the one outstanding question, which -was

He gratefully acknowledged their interven- 
tion at so critical a moment, and felt that he 
was voicing universal opinion when he said 
that the veneration and pride in which the 
Ulster people held the Protestant religion 
had been greatly sustained and strengthened 
by the action of the three divines who guided 
the destines of their respective Churches. 
(Applause. ) 

‘MIGHT BRING DISASTER.” 

"“I am anxious not to have to refer to this 
matter again,” said Lord Craigavon, “' but 
it might not be out of place to say to you, 
and those whom my words will reach out- 
side, that I have worked with the Ulster 
people for many years, and feel that, at all 
events, they have sufficient confidence in me 
to know that, if I were fully persuaded™ that 
any cause was for the good of the province, 
| would plunge in to the neck to have it 
carried out; but I will continue to refuse to 
lend my support to any movement which I 
am convinced in my conscience might bring 


disaster to the ve ple the reservation

THE NEW CHINA.

IT'S: POSITION TO-DAY. 
is Fa 


The New China was the subject of an 
interesting address delivered last evening. by 
Dr. T. 7. Koo, General Secretary. of the 
Chinese Church Missionary Society, under tix 
auspices of the Student Christian Movement 
of Great Britain and Iveland, in the Diocesan 
Hall, Upper Baggot street, Dublin. 


Dr. Koo said that jn China their country 
and religion were so intimately bound 
together that they could not spea of one 
without the mother. In the. back- 
ground of the picture they saw at 
present great changes, flux, and an 


upheaval in China. The Chinese were striving 
towards a political organisation that would 
be based upon the common will of the people, 
who, while they had left the old, had not 
yet reached the new. In this poiitical evolu- 
tion they had travelled to the point when, 
erhaps, for the first time in the life of 
China g people, they had a new national in- 
dependence permeating the masses. 
second great change, as he saw it, was 
in the intellectual life of the ple. They 
were very much bound by the force of ancient 
practices: in China they looked backward for 
the golden age, the penalty of which was to 
stop growth; and they had suffered much from 
that. They had now reached the stage when 
the young mind of China had definitely 
broken with the past, but hardly knew where 
it was ind: “ Aire 
The third great change was in the mic 
life, which wat a very mreat difficulty. CI ina 
was a nation of farmers and oéttage indus+ 
tries. That was sufficient íor medieval ages, 
hut not for the modern wefld, They were 
striving to introduce machánery: enc more 
acientifie methods both “in agriculture 
and industry. While the old: economic ” 
system was ds down, with the-mnew one 
they were finding it very difficult to make

Types of Beauty. 
Something like a ripple, if not a flutter, 
in the world of revue has been caused by 
Mr. C. B. Cochran, the well-known pro- 
ducer. He is reported to have stated that 
he is tired of the “telegraph post ” type 
of chorus girl in revue, and, that he may 
attempt to popularise a robuster type of 
feminine beauty. Everybody knows that 
fashions in dress change very rapidly, but 
can fashions in form and face also change? 
The history of painting suggests the 
answer, “Yes.” Apparently the majority 
of men and women—or at least the 
majority who were important enough to 
have their portraits painted—in the later 
sixteenth century had long, thin faces and 
high, intellectual foreheads. At a later 
period plumpness became the vogue, and 
thin faces disappeared. Plumpness again 
was supplanted by the “ willowy,” athletic 
types of our own time; but in the near 
future revue may restore the balance, and 
fatness may become fashionable once more. 
The responsibilities of those who direct 
these fashions are very onerous. A witty 
writer once reasoned that Londen fogs 
were due to the impressionist movement 
in British art. There may have been fogs 
in London for centuries, but nobody 
noticed them until artists elaborated their 
effects. Afterwards fogs were overdone. 
They appeared at all the exhibitions of 
pictures, and their exaggerated realism 
began to give dull people bronchitis, Jn 
this athletic age, however, it is not likely 
that the reaction against leanness will be 
carried too far. Unless women consent to 
abandon their newly-found enthusiasm for 
tennis, hockey, running, politics and all 
the other sports in which they attempt to 
vie with men, it must be expected that 
what Mr. Cochran calls the “telegraph 
post’’ type will survive.

Scottish Home Rule. 


The demand for Scottish Home Rule 
has so many sympathisers among Scottish 
politicians that there is a good deal of 
support for Sir Herbert Samuel's sugges. 
tion that the Government might summon 
a Scottish convention to formulate definite 
proposals. Several bills, embodyinz 
schemes for Scottish Home Rule, have 
been brought before Parliament in thie 
course of the past twenty vears. None of 
them has made much progress, though, on 
most occasions, the majority of Scottish 
representatives at © Westminster has 
favoured the principle of Scottish Home 
Rule. The Scottish Labour Party has a 
bill which has been introduced by the 
Rev. James Barr, M.P., in several ses- 
sions of the present Parliament. This is 
a devolution measure, which establishes a 
national legislature in the form of a 
single chamber of 148 members, elected 
by the present constituencies. The execu- 
tive power will continue to be vested in 
the King, who will be represented in 
Scotland by a Lord High Commissioner. 
Administrative action will be through the 
Lord High Commissioner, advised by a 
committee of the Scottish Privy Council, 
which it is proposed to set up. The 
Scottish Parliament would have power to 
levy taxes, and there would be a Scottish 
Treasury and. a Supreme Judicial] Court 
of Scotland. The bill provides for the 
complete withdrawal of the Scottish repre 
sentation at Westminster, but. on this 
point many of the supporters of the 
Labour scheme are willing to be per- 
suaded that a small representation oí 
Scotsmen should be retained.

provided that the Union Jack be flown at 
two places in Ulster on certain historic 
anniversaries—on the Castle of Ennis- 
killen and on Carrickfergus Castle. - It 
had also strong historical associations with 
the time of the revolution, when thie 
Enniskilleners seized the castle from the 
Cole family and planted their Governor 
within its walls 

Mr. Trimble also pointed out that the 
style of architecture of the structure was 
maintained in the badge of the 
Inniskilllng Dragoons, end in the two 
piers of the Enniskillen Cathedral. 

Mr. Whaley also spoke on behalf of the 
town, and urged that such an ancient and 
historic monument should be preserved. 

Lady Corry followed, and said that the

When a Customs officer goes on board a 
ship to make his examination he is accom- 
anied by an individual known in official par- 
ance as a ' rummager.’’ The ‘‘ rammager’s”’ 
business,it appears, is to make searching inquiry 
mto many smal] but important matters, and 
ee Hino engaged in the profession will 
ave their cares added to by the application 
of the Quarantine Order of the Free State 
Department of Agriculture to cats. Cats and 
dogs forming part of the crew of a foreign 
ship coming into one of our ports are to be 
kept in detention and under contro], and any 


six months’ quarantine. 
. It is not Mane that whatever veter- 
inary surgeon is deputed by the Department 
to see to the quarantining of cats will have 
much bother over it. One person who knows 
a great deal about the arrivals and departures 
of cats in and from our ports said yesterday 
that one or two cats in the year from foreign 
arts is about all that might be expected. 
bis official will not teed to consider the 
ticklesome problem of board and lodging for 
a tiger or for any of the larger felines that 
the Order includes; it is not intended to 
place obstacles in the way of bringing in 
such animals in travelling shows and other 
entertainments, as they will naturaliy be kept 
strictly irolated 

Although many foreign cats, principally 
Siamese and Persian, are to be found in these 
islands, they might almost be described as 
having taken out their nationalisation papers 
and settled down here. No one nowadays 
needs send to Siam and Persia, as so many of 
both species of cat are bred here, and pro- 
bably very few have come into the country 
from their native lands in recent years. 

WILL THEY SIGN ON? ‘ 

Keeping the ship’s cat on board and under 
control sounds quite simple in a Government 
Order. The ship’s dog from foreign parts 
is to be chained and muzzled on board when 
in port. Is the ship s cat also to be chained 
and muzzled’? When a similar Order was put 
in force in England, an inquirer in the Port 
of London was informed by a sea captain 
that, short of putting the ship’s cat in irons, 
nothing would prevent her from taking shore 
leave. Very few cats are really jaw-nbiding : ’ 
probably when they realise the new state of 
affairs they will refuse to sign on as meni- 
bers of a crew where the liberty of the indivi- 
dual cat is interfered within the matter 
of free intercourse with foreigners in their 
own lands.

At the. Ennis District Court vesterday, 
before Acting Justice Conner, the Depart- 
ment oí Agriculture sued Thomas O'Reilly, 
O'Connell street, Ennis, for £9 14s. 10d., 
fees due in respect of his registration as an 
egg exporter, and calculated on his export 
during 1927 of 70,000 dozen eggs. 

The case had been adjourned from the 
November Court as the defendant desired an 
opportunity of counter-claiming against the 
Department for £7 11s. 6d., the value of two 
half cases of eggs seized by the Department’s 
agents at Dublin and Waterford, and confis- 
cated by them on the ground of alleged 
defects. Any defects in those eggs were due, 
uccording to the defendant, to his having 
acted on advice given by an Instructress of 
the Department that, in order to clean the 
eggs they should be put through a bath of a 
weak solution of .sulphuric acid. 

When this allegation was made District 
Justice Gleeson said that it was of such a 
srave character that the Department should 
e fully informed of it by the State Solicitor, 
and he made the suggestion that in order to 
dispose of it the Department might accept 
service of a civil bill for the counter-claim 
and allow it to be heard at Ennis. 

OBSTRUCTION ALLEGED. 

Mr, G. J. O'Donnell, solicitor for the de- 
fendant, now said that owing to the obstruc- 
tive tactics followed, the defence had not 
been able to serve a civil bill for the counter- 
claim. Mr, O'Reilly had been driven out of 
business because of observing advice given 
by a Department Instructress. In 1926 when 
he was a large exporter of eggs he and his 
man attended a course of instruction given 
at, Limerick. at which they were advised to 
wash eggs by running them through a weak 


followed that process, with the result that 
the shells of the eggs were damaged and two 
half cases of eggs were confiscated by the 
Department’s Inspectors. The shells had 
been rotted by the 'ocCcess recom- 
mended, and Mr. O'Reilly objected to 
pay the registration fees until he 
had been compensated for the loss 
sustained. Three eggs, initialled by the De- 
partment’s Instructress and treated as recom- 
mended by her, were sent to a firm of 
má importers, who reported that they 
am been. destroyed by washing in sulphuric 
acid. 

Mr. O'Donnell also said that his firm 
(Messrs, Kerin and Hickman) assumed that 
the State Solicitor would have acted on the 
suggestion of the Justice, and submitted all 
the facts and allegations to the Department. 
and that the Department would have accepted 
service of the counterclaim. It was not until 
two days ago that the State Solicitor in- 
formed them that service of the civil bill 
would not be accepted unless the fiat of the 
Attorney-General was first obtained. This 
fiat could not be obtained in time to admit 
of the counterclaim being heard at that Court. 
They. were making a serious charge against 
the Department, and the only conclusion they 
could come to from the objection raised at 
the last moment was that the Minister was 
afra.l to face it. : 

CHARGE REPUDIATED. 


Mr. James Lynch, State Solicitor, said 
that the charge was repudiated, and the De- 
partment. was not afraid to face it. The 


solicitors for the defence should have known 
that a process could not be issued against a 
Minister except with the fiat of the Attorney- 
General,. and should have taken steps to 
obtain it. 
Mr. O'Donnell replied that they had not 
been informed of the objection until it was 
too late to take the necessary steps to get 
the Attorney-General’s fiat. 
Mr. Lynch said that if the connterclaim 
had been before the Court he had witnesses 
to contradict the allegations made. The 
eggs confiscated by the Department were 
seized because they were stale eggs. - 
Mr. O’Donnell—We have been driven out 
of business. 
Mr. Lynch—Becanse you did not pay your 
fees. a ! 
Mr. O'Donnell—Becanse the advice given 
by the Department’s Instfuctress meant send- 
ing poisoned eggs to England.

THE CASE ADJOUPNED. 
Mr. Lyach said that he had _ witnesses 
present, including the ‘instructress, Miss 
Jones, who had come all the way from Clones, 
and he doubted if the counter-claim 
would ever appear before the Court. If the 
defendant had any case ‘to make, he could 
make it later on, but in the meantime he 
was entitled to a decree in favour of the 
Department. 
The Justice said that Mr. Gleeson had 
partially heard the case, and possibly he was 
the proper person to decide it. Ft. wonld 
now be adjourned to the February Court, 
which would give the defence ample time to 
get the fiat ofethe Attorney-General if they 
so desired.
